President Eisenhower Favors 


Fast, Clear Action in Laos 


WASHINGTON (AP) — P resi­ 
dent Eisenhower today was re­ 
ported convinced that fast and 
clear action is the best way to 
stop the Communists before they 
becom e 
irretrievably 
com m itted 
to a course of aggression in Laos. 
The President was said to be 
•till hopeful, despite the serious­ 
ness of the situation in Laos, of a 
solution short of m ilitary inter­ 
vention by outside powers. 
This reasoning was given in con­ 
nection with the series of U.S. 
governm ent announcem ents over 
the 
holiday 
weekend 
while top 
officials huddled over reports of 
Com m unist advances in Laos. 
On Saturday, after word arrived 
here of w hat the Laotian govern 
m ent said was an invasion by 
seven battalions from neighboring

Civil Service 
Benefit Plan 
Is Announced

States Civil Service Commission’s 
new plan for health benefits. 
The Civil Service Commission 
announced that it bas decided on 
the type of Government • wide 
plan it expects to offer under 
»ite new Retired 
Federal 
E m ­ 
ployees Health Benefits Act sch­ 
eduled to become effective next 
July 
I. The Commission 
also 
said 
that it 
nas 
selected the 
Aetna Life Insurance Company 
of Hartford, Conn., to adm inister 
the plan, subject to satisfactory 
contract negotiations. The com ­ 
pany will be directed to cede re ­ 
insurance to other qualified com ­ 
panies. 
The Government - wide plan to 
be offered will be based on a dif­ 
ferent approach to providing health 
benefits coverage to persons rn 
the higher age brackets, the Com­ 
mission said. The 
type of plan 
which will best fit tile needs of 
the 
greatest number of retirees 
and survivor annuitants should of­ 
fer two kinds of protection. For 
annuitants who do not now have 
any kind of health insurance, Hie 
plan should offer basic protection 
against hospital and surgical bills. 
In addition, it should allow annui­ 
tants to get insurance against m aj­ 
or medical expenses uch as the 
larger-than-usual hospital and doc­ 
tor bill and some out-of-hospital 
expenses. 
The 
Commission's 
belief 
that 
such a plan will best suit the great- 
et num ber of annuitants is based 
on a sam ple 
survey of retirees 
who qualify for benefits under the 
new Aet. This survey showed that 
63 per cent of eligible retirees al­ 
ready 
had 
some kind of basic 
health insurance, but that 37 per 
cent had none. Practically no re ­ 
tired employes now have m ajor 
m edical protection. 
* • • 
THE Commission hopes 
to 
be 
able to work out a plan with Aetna 
which will allow annuitants to buy 
either (I) the basic coverage or 
(2) the m ajor medical coverage, 
or <3i both the basic and m ajor 
medical coverage. The second cho­ 
ice will he particularly im portant 
to those annuitants who already 
have good basic coverage with a 
local com munity plan. Under the 
Commission s proposal, they will 
be able to keep this basic com m un­ 
ity plan and supplem ent It with 
the m ajor medical coverage. 
The Commission slated that it 
will now start negotiations with 
Aetna on the exact benefits for the 
basic and m ajor medical parts of 
the plan and the price for each. As 
soon as these are worked out, the 
Commission will be in a position 
to prepare inform ational brochur­ 
es which, together With other de­ 
tails on the program , it expects to 
m ail 
to all 
eligible 
annuitants 
about March I, 1961. Annuitants 
will then have the months of March 
and April in which to decide w heth­ 
er they want to come into the Gov­ 
ernm ent-sponsored plan and. if so, 
w hether they want either or both 
parts of the plan. 
Regardless of whether an annui­ 
tant takes one or both parts of the 
plan, he will receive 
a 
Govern­ 
m ent contribution of $6 monthly to­ 
w ards the cost of his insurance if 
he covers him self and family or 
$13 monthly if he covers only him ­ 
self. An annuitant will also have 
the privilege of staying with a qual­ 
ified private plan and without join­ 
ing the Government sponsored plan 
at all. still receive the sam e Gover­ 
nm ent contnbution toward the sost 
of his private plan. Qualified pri­ 
vate plans will include plans offer­ 
ed by local Blue Cross-Blue Shield 
organizations, by em ployee and re ­ 
tired em ployee organizations, by in 
surance com panies, and by local 
groups which use their own doctors 
or their own doctors and clinics.

Failure To Use Democracy 
Said Cause of Civil War

E ditor's Note — Next Sunday 
Am ericans begin the com m em o­ 
ration of the great w ar th at rent 
the Union a century ago. Was 
this 
actually 
an 
“ irrepressible 
conflict” or a tragedy of errors 
that could have been avoided? In 
the first of a 
four-part 
series 
adapted from an address deliv­ 
ered before The Associated P ress 
M anaging Editors convention, one 
of the nation’s leading Civil W ar 
historians discusses that question 
and its m eaning for Americans 
today.

It is som etim es said that the 
Civil War cam e because the m a­ 
chinery of dem ocracy had broken 
down. That is not quite true. It 
cam e because the m achinery of 
dem ocracy was not used. 
To see how this happened, go 
back one century to the presiden­ 
tial election of 1860. 
An 
enorm ous 
issue 
disturbed 
A m erica’s 
dem ocracy 
in 
that 
year. The reason 
is 
not 
always 
clear, but in the main it had to 
do with the existence in America 
of the institution of chattel slav­ 
ery'. There were of course other 
issues in that year, but in one 
way or another they all seemed 
to revolve around this question of 
slavery. 
There was no unanimity of feel­ 
ing. because the institution itself 
affected different people in such 
different ways. 
In the cotton states of the Deep 
South slavery in I860 was a going 
concern, im m ensely profitable to 
a sm all but powerful group, but­ 
tressed by all sorts of prejudices 
and habits of mind: an institu­ 
tion, 
furtherm ore, 
that 
was 
so 
deeply imbedded in the social and 
economic fram ework of the cot­ 
ton South that no one could see 
how to get rid of it without caus­ 
ing a shattering convulsion. 
In the more northerly tier of 


southern states slavery was slow­ 
ly but visibly withering on the 
vine. It wras still something ev­ 
eryone wras adjusted to, and peo­ 
ple tended to approach it w i t h 
their em otions rath er than with 
their minds, but it was not quite 
the sam e here as in the Deep 
South. 
North of the Mason and Dixon 
line slavery had been discarded 
altogether, and more and more 
people were coming to feel that 
it ought to be abolished every­ 
where 
as 
speedily 
as 
possible. 
Sentim ent was by no means unit­ 
ed. however; 
there wrere many 
people in the North who disliked 
slavery but were perfectly willing 
to go along with it on the ground 
that it was really a problem for 
the Southerners. 
For a long tim e this slavery 
problem had seem ed too hot to 
handle, and consequently it had 
not been handled. Yet there was 
not necessarily anything to it, in 
the spring of 
1860, that would 
force the different states of the 
Union to go to w ar with one an­ 
other—nothing that would compel 
600,000 young men to die before 
the nation could come to a final 
decision about it. 
As a m atter of fact, this issue 
w-as peripheral even in 1860. The 
big 
argum ent 
centered 
on 
the 
question of slavery in the te rri­ 
tories. Not even the Republicans 
argued that the federal govern­ 
ment had any authority to limit 
or abolish the institution in the 
separate states. 
The 
whole 
problem 
revolved 
around the territorial issue—and 
it was already becoming obvious 
that slavery was not going to put 
down lasting roots in the te rri­ 
tories no m atter what the fed­ 
eral governm ent might do. Never 
did the American people get so 
worked up over a problem as re ­ 
mote as this. 
We can easily see that slavery 
could 
not 
have 
been 
uprooted

overnight from the states where i 
it was central to the social and 
political 
organization—not 
w ith­ 
out an upset too fundam ental for 
society to bear. We can see just 
as clearly that in the very nature 
of things slavery was a doomed 
institution. 
It could not endure 
very much longer in the develop­ 
ing 19th century. 
Furtherm ore, in April of 1860 
all 
of 
the 
m achinery 
of 
the 
dem ocracy was at hand, ready 
to be used. The Dem ocratic party 
was about to hold its presidential 
nominating 
convention; 
a 
little 
later, the Republican party was 
going to do the sam e. After the 
nominations there would be the 
cam paign itself, in which nomi­ 
nees, party w orkers and new spa­ 
per pundits could exam ine the is­ 
sue in detail. Then there would 
be 
an 
election 
and the 
people 
them selves 
would 
render 
some 
sort of verdict. Then there would 
be a new president and a new 
Congress; presum ably, they would 
be able to provide some sort of 
solution. 
The opportunity and the m eans 
to get the nation out of its tragic 
fix 
existed. 
Unfortunately, 
they 
were not used. In this one in­ 
stance. dem ocracy failed to m eet 
the test. Instead of working for 
a settlem ent it worked for a show­ 
down—which, within a 
year, 
it 
got, at a staggering price. The 
reasons for its failure 
are ex­ 
trem ely complex, but one of the 
principal ones seem s to have been, 
quite simply, that it was just too 
much 
trouble 
for the 
ordinary 
A m erican in 1860 to sit down and 
think things through. 
It was easier just to feel—to 
respond to inspiring slogans, to 
turn emotions loose, to let anger 
and fear and suspicion have their 
way, to settle down in a fixed po­ 
sition and wait for the other fel­ 
low to back down. Politics lost 
its flexibility. The willingness to 
debate, to negotiate and at last 
to find some good m iddle ground 
disappeared.

Steel said it even foresaw the 
possibility of production going well 
above IOO million ingot tons, based 
on a widespread shift toward in­ 
ventory accum ulation in the fourth 
quarter — if steel buyers start 
worrying about another industry 
strike in mid-1962, when the pres­ 
ent contract expires.

Few people outside Cuba retain illusions 
about the regim e of Fidel Castro, but the 
full impact of what has happened has yet 
to be felt by the luckless inhabitants of the 
Latin i s l a n d . The m any m inor revolts 
and continuous escapes to Florida by for­ 
m er com rades of Castro testify 
to the 
course of the “ anti - oppression'' govern­ 
ment. 
Cuba is gripped by a reign of terror and 
its economy is sliding irrevocably toward 
complete collapse, while its leaders put in 
their time congratulating each other on 
the removal of American “ imperialists” 
from C u b a n industry. Some belatedly 
issued statistics of private foreign invest­ 
ments compiled by the ll. S. Commerce 
Departm ent for the year 1957 give the 
true story of what American capital did for 
Cuba. 
Total A m erican investments in Cuba in 
that year were $849 million. Materials and 
services to operate these businesses re­ 
sulted in outlays of $300 million. $170 mill­ 
ion went for w ages and salaries and $70 
m i l l i o n for Cuban income and other 
taxes. T h e s e business enterprises em ­ 
ployed 160.000 Cuban citizens. The four 
million A m erican s who owned these com­ 
panies received only 
$48 
million 
from 
their investm ent, or less than 6 per cent. 
This investm ent has since grown to about 
a billion dollars. 
This is not a record of economic aggress­ 


ion. It is an achievement which would 
have been impossible without this invest­ 
ment. Fidel Castro has taken the build­ 
ings. m achinery and m aterials, but he 
was not able to capture the sparkplug 
which m ad e them a growing s o u r c e of 
em ploym ent and rising standard of living 
for Cubans. 
The flow of refugees to Florida and other 
points from Cuba is estimated at more 
than 1.000 weekly, despite all efforts of the 
H avana government to halt it. 
Gone from the banks, the utilities, fac­ 
tories and assembly lines are the initia­ 
tive. 
industry 
and 
advanced 
technical 
knowhow. Appointees of the bearded one 
have taken over, none of them experienc­ 
ed in a n y t h i n g m ore practical than 
guerilla fighting — all of them m ere hire­ 
lings of a dictator. 


It is not difficult to guess what the out­ 
put of that billion-dollar investment, or 
even its net worth, will be one year from 
now.

A Vital Right

Quirks in the law often con­ 
fuse the laymen. There are even 
times when the bar and the bench 
are puzzled. And not infrequently 
both attorneys and the courts diff­ 
er in their interpretatons of the 
law.

area of public notices, or legal ad­ 
vertising. but not often. One of 
these peculiar situations resulted 
when a professional man traded 
a building lot he owned on a piece 
of rental property. He had a clear 
title to the lot on w’hich some as­ 
sessments were due for 
street 
paving, 
sidewalks 
and 
similar 
improvements. 
To make sure he was entirely in 
the clear, he wrote a check for the 
taxes then due as well as for the 
assessments to date. But he made 
the mistake of writing the check to 
the broker on his assurance that he 
would take care of the payment, 
instead of making it direct to the 
county treasurer. 
To make a long story short, the 
bankruptcy and the payee’s mon 
ey went “ down the drain” . After 
a while, in due course, his name 
was published in a local newspa­ 
per as a delinquent taxpayer al­ 
though 
he 
was innocent 
When 
some of his friends learned of it, 
they joshed him about it. 
Still worse, after consulting sev­ 
eral attorneys, he learned that be 
cause of the technealities involved 
it would take an act of the legisla­ 
ture to clear his name. His friends 
believed his story, of course, but 
he suffered a lot of good natured 
kidding. Even this legal accident 
proved again the power of the 
public notice.
